Gallinger then called up a bill grant 


ing a pension of $-()'! per month to the 
widow of the late Walter Q. Gresham 
as brigadier general with amendment 
reducing the allowance to (100.

Greeham as secretary of state took the 
country by surprise. Gresham never 
was known as a Democrat and his choice 
marked a departure from established 
usage.

Lou Whiting, si colored servant who 
yas employed next door to the Armi- 
•er residence, first discovered the 
aines and gaining an entrance over 
lie reur fence he dashed through the 
luildiug arousing the inmates, most of 
whom were still in their beds. But 
nick as was his action, the- flames 
vere more rapid and egress by the 
tnircases was shut off before half of 
he 1C oecupants of the dwelling had 
eft their rooms. 
The servants on the fourth floor 
ould get no lower than the second 
tory where they were driven into the 
leeping rooms of the other inmates of 
he house. With closed doors behind' 
hem to keep out the flumes and smoke 
he servants too rushed to the windows 
r.ying pitcously for help 
Two maid servants who were in the 
Itchen at the time the flre was dis- 
.overeil, escaped by the rear door, 
'here were then penned up in the 
luilding 14 persons crying or shriek- 
ng for assistance whereby to get out 
i the death trap. 
As soon as the flre department ar- 
ived ropes were stretched around and 
nets placed beneath the windows and 
he firemen called to the terror-stricken 
reople at the windows to jump. The 
rowd in the street, not realizing the 
xtent of the flre and smoke within the 
louse yelled: "Don't jump." The be- 
vildered inmates held hack and some 
if them disappeared from the windows. 
Lpparently they went back 'for cloth- 
ng or perhap^ for some treasured or 
aiuable possession. It was a fatal 
move and in most instances cost a life. 


Policemen Carlos and Crowe, in an 


attempt to resoue those whose lives 
were in danger, broke in the front 
loor. It was a mistake, for it gave 
he flre. which had begun in the base- 
ment, the draught it needed, and it 
roared through the hallways and up 
he stairs with greater fierceness. 
The policemen could not reach the 
in periled persons, for the stairs were 
hen a mass of flames and the smoke 
was blinding. 


The firemen had by this time thrown 


up ladders in the front of the house, 
and District Chief McAfee climbed up 
o the second-story window, where 


Armiger was crying for help. 


Dhe ladder did no quite reach the 
window, and there was the wildest ex- 
citement in the crowd below as Mc- 
Vfee stood on the upper round of the 
adder and grasped the window sill 
Tor support.

As

rrasped her with one arm, he steadied 
aimself with the other and had taken 
one step down the ladder when it 
slipped, and McAfee, with, the woman 
in one arm and with the other hold- 
ing to the window frame, dangled in 
the air. A cry of horror went up from 
the crowd as it saw the peril of the 
daring fireman and his human burden. 
Fortunately for them McAfee caught 
the top round of the ladder on his toe 
and pulling it back into position, re- 
leased his hold upon the window and 
quickly descended with the woman to 
the sidewalk. A great cheer went up 
as rescued and rescuer reached terra 
firma. 


At one of the third-story windows a 


man, with a look of agony, shouted to 
(fee multitude below. It sent him back 
an encouraging shout, and he a mo- 
ment later, and before a ladder could 
be run up, disapeearcd. When the 
firemen reached the window the mac 
•was found lying beneath it, suffocated 
and badly burned. He was Harold 
Manuel, a New York stock broker and 
banker. In his arms was little Rich 
ard Blley, a grandson of Mr. Armiger 
also dead. 


Alice J. Williams, one of the colored 


servants appeared at one of the fourth- 
story windows, shrieking like mad. 
She leaned far out over the pavement. 


"Don't jump; don't jump," yelled a 


hundred voices. She stepped back 
wringing her hands. Then she leaned 
out again and appeared to be trying to 
call something to those below. Again' 
' the cry went up, "Don't jump." 


Too late, the terrorized woman drew 


half back in the window, and with an 
awful shriek launched herself out in 
the air. Down she shot, her body 
turning over several times and strik- 
ing the marble steps of the residence. 


The crowd stood transfixed -vith hor- 
ror as the woman's body rebounded 
and rolled to the pavement. For a 
moment no one mo?ed.

feet below. She then jumped and 
landed thereupon, uninjured, with the 
exception of a slight shock. 


The oirly other person of the 16 who

She was carried down the ladder by 
the firemen, having been overcome by 
the smoke. 


When the flre was under control, 


and the firemen made a search of the 
ruined residence, Mr. Armiger was 
found in the hallway. When Whiting 
dashed up 'stairs with the alarm of 
flre Mr. Armiger left his wife in tile 
care of a colored man and went to

louse. lie had been overcome by the 
.moke and flames, and breathed his 
last as he was carried into the open 
air. 


William U. Eiley, a son-in-law of Mr 


and Mrs. Armiger, was found dead 
near by. He, with his wife and two 
children, had been seen at the third- 
story window, and Mrg. Riley had 
been taken out by the firemen. But 
before the rescuers could return to 
the window Mr. Riley, with his two 
children clasped ID his arms, suc- 
cumbed to the smoke and flames. On 
the floor above were found the bodies 
of Mrs. Marion Chamberlain, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Amiger, and her 
three-year-old child, James. The last 
person to be found in the wrecked 
building was Harold Manuel, aged 50, 
a guest, who arrived from New York 
last Thursday. He was a member of 
the broker firm of Turner & Manuel, 
J5 Wall street, New York. 


Mr. Armiger was an importer of 


diamonds and fine jewelry and did a 
big business in this city and through- 
out the southern states. For 39 years 
he had been one of the best-known 
merchants of the city.

Hall delivered a strong sermon on 
"Culture Through Drudgery" in the 
presence of a large and appreciative 
audience. The text was: "Be instant in 
season, out of season."—II. Tim. 4:2: 


"My real is not my ideal!'1 ia perhaps 


the exclamation of nine people out of 
teu when in sober momenta they contem- 
plate lite. Conscious of many snortcom- 
ngs they excuse themselves with the 
thought that they would do bettor could 
they change their environments, calling 
and circumstances. They feel that they 
are not doing the thing they would like 
to do in life; or that even though they 
tie satisfied with their profession as a 
profession, their course leads them 
through so many trials that the unend 
ing grind becomes drudgery. 


"Ob, it I had time and opportunity to 


rain culture!" says the tired merchant, 
ihobkeeper, farmer, clerk, mechanic, 
liouBowife, seam stress, etc. 
But you 


tiave both, eay I, for it is my belief that 
the truest and consequently the highest 
culture comes through what we..some-' 
times rudely designate drudgery. 


"What!" says one, "culture through 


drudgery? Do you mean to say that to 
thin treadmill of duty, this constant fric- 
tion of uncongenial taekdoing, this ted- 
ious plod, I owe the little culture I may 
have obtained? Washing dishes, sweep- 
ing floors, tending babies, mending Bar- 
men ts—is this the road to culture? I 
thought it took leisure, money, good 
blood, and rareopportunitiesfor vulture, 
while my life IB hedged in with un- 
speakable limitations, coarseness, wor- 
ries and discouragements. Instead of 
elegance, I have old clothes, soiled hands 
and a headache." 


And thus the world grumbles against 


its lot. Very few of us are free from it. 
We would be artists, but we are com- 
pelled to daub houses. We love books, 
But have no plough. We would court 
science, but we measure tape for our 
daily bread. We would travel, but a 
large family and heavy expenses compel 
close attention to a dull routine of busi- 
ness at home. 
I will admit that there is often some 
truth and 
justice 
in 
ouch 
com- 


plaints, and yet 1 cannot but re assert 
the fact that real culture comes through 
the faithful discharge of daily duties, 
however humiliating they may be. The 
finest elements of a genuine manhood 
and womanhood lie in the drudgery of 
iving the real, and not in yearning 
toward, an impossible ideal. 
Let us 


enumerate those elements:— 


1. Power of attention. 
2. Power of industry. 
?. Promptitude in beginning work. 
4. Method, accuracy, and despatch in 


doing work. 


0. Perseverance. 
6. Courage before difficulties. 
7. Cheer under straining burdens. 
8. Self control, self-denial and temper- 


ance. 
"These," says Gannett, "are the prime 


qualities; these, the fundamentals.'^ 


And how do we get these qualities? 


Not through text books in school aad 
college. Not at the feet of learned pro 
Eeasore, nor in the market where the 
highest bidder carries off the choicest 
merchandise. Nor are they always born 
into people. 
We get them through 


drudgery—throueh a faithful following 
of the star of duty. They are the great 
indispensibleswithout which there can 
be no permanent culture, no satisfying 
Fruition. Not one of them can be spared 
with safety. 
And yet we sometimes 


call their observance "drudgery." If so 
then it is high time ws were adding 
another beatitude to the grand list pur 
Saviour gavn us, and say m hallelujah 
tone*, Blessed be Drudgery. 


Some imagine that tbe celebrated ones 


of history escaped drudgery; that their 
native ('genius 
enabled , them 
to 
loat with ease and pleasure over ordi- 
nary tasks, and that life to such a one is 
a song. But listen to the testimony of a 
few. 
"Genius is patience," said Sir 
Isaac Newton. "Ihe Prime Minister's 
aecret is patience," said Wm. Pitt. An? 
it was the immortal Cbae. Dickens who 
said, "lly imagination would never have 
served me aa it has but for the habit of 
common-place, humble, patient, daily, 
[oiling, drudging attention." 
How sim- 


ple have been the rules ot life with all 
rreat m en! In nearly every instance tbe 
Brightest diaden.a of success have been 
captured by hard work—by drudgery, 
[t is the doing of one thing ocer and 
over, and over again, long after the en- 
tertaining freshness of new experience 
lias worn away—doing our duty what- 
ever it is. till we become perfect in it, 
and till it becomes second nature to us. 
In this way are the ttneat characters 
wrought out, and life's greatest victories 
won. 
In this age we try to do too many 


things, and too often leave them half 
done in our anxiety to jump about to 
something easier or more agreeable. 
Such a course weakens character and 
dwarfs development. One of the choic- 
est secrets of success is tha maxim of 
Paul. "This one thing I do." 
Perhaps 


tbe greatest of all of Alexander Camp- 
bell's gifts, if a gift it may be called, was 
his wonderful power of concentration. 
When I give you that word, young man 


"Igln you the end at« golden itrlng, 
Only wind U into a ball,— 
It will lead you In at lieaveo'i gale, 
Built In Jerusalem's wall." 
God pity those who live aimlessly, 


drifting about from pillar to post, with 
no ambition, no plan, BO noble purpose. 
All hail those who have something to 
do, and who do that thing regularly, 
faithfully, cheerfully until tbe gladdest 
consummation Is reached. 
, 


Uoea the thought of drudgery seem 


hard? Then remember that all labor 
is/honorable. 
Remember that every 


one can be an artist ol the truest type 
no matter what his profession. Artists, 
I say, not mere artisans. Somebody has 
defined tbe difference as follows: "The 
artist ia he who strives to perfect his 
work; the artisan strives to get through 
it." We should all learn that it is not 
bow much we do, but how well we do 
that develops the perfect man. 
It is 


the only way we mey ever hope to real 
ize our ideal.

What is meant by clover farming is that 
a portion of the farm should be sown to 
clover every year, BO that in rotation of 
crops there will be some clover sod to 
put into corn every spring. Clover makee 
most excellent hay, and occasionally an 
exceedingly profitable crop of soed ia 
harvested.

CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


Our RepiwMBtattne *t the Satlooal 


Capital Kziwet to Do ThU Week. 


WABHINOTOS, Feb. 24. — When the 


Cnban resolutions were made the un- 
finished business of the senate a pro- 
lific subject for debate was laid before 
that body. The general opinion is 
that most of this week ivill be devoted 
to that matter. 
Mr. Morgan beg-an a 


speech Friday in which ho only gave 
to the senate his introductory. 
He 


will probably consume most of the 
time to-day and may not even conclude 
then. 


Mr. White, of California, will also 


speak on the Cuban question the first 
opportunity he can (ret; and Mr. Gray, 
who is looked on as in a manner repre- 
senting the administration, is prepar- 
ing a speech in reply to Mr. Morgan. 


The committee on public lands will 


occupy the morning hour during the 
early part of the week in pressing to a 
vote the bill unanimously reported 
from that committee to provide for the 
extension of the time within which 
suite may be brought to annnl land 
patents. This is a matter that has 
been called to the attention of con- 
gress by the president, and there is 
need for early action. The bill has 
already passed the house, but the sen- 
ate committee has made gome amend- 
ments which may not meet the ap- 
proval of the house. 


Senator Carter, of Montana, lias 


changed the date of his 
promised 


speech on his resolution to recommit 
the tariff bill from to-day to Wednes- 
day. 
It is probable that after Mr. 


Carter has explained his reason for 
voting, recently, against Mr. Merrill's 
motion to take up the tariff bill and 
thus put himself on record, Senators 
Teller and Mantle may do likewise, 


All of the appropriation bills so far 


reported to the senate are out of the 
way. 
The army and agricultural bills j 


now before the appropriation commit- 
tee will be reported by the middle of 
the week, and, if necessary, these 
measures can be called up so as to con- 
sume the balance of the week. 


"Early adjournment" is confidently 


predicted on the house side of the cap- 
itol. 
Six of the 13 general appropria- 


tion bills have been passed by the 
house; another has been debated and 
recommitted with instructions; one is ' 
now under consideration; one is on 
the calendar, and two more are prac- 
ically finished by committees and 
ready for the house's action whenever 
desired. In thus disposing of these 
bills, the present house has broken all 
records for the long session. 


The appropriation bills that liava 


been parsed are: The pension bill, re- 
ported January 9 and passed January 
17; the military academy bill, reported 
lanuary 14 and passed on the 30th; 
the urgent deficiency bill, reported 
January 20 and passed on the 21st; 
the diplomatic and consular bill, re- 
ported January 37 and passed on the 
!8th, and the army bill, reported on 
February 3 and passed on the 10th. 


The District of Columbia appropria- 


tion bill has been considered and re- 
committed, with but one item to be 
disposed of. The Indian bill is now 
under consideration and the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial bill is no\v 
on the calendar and will be taken up 
soon after the Indian bill has been dis- 
posed of. This leaves for considera- 
tion only six appropriation bills, in- 
cluding the river and harbor bill, 
which may be postponed to the next 
session. 


The house will enter upon this week 


with the Indian appropriation bill as 
unfinished business, but its further 
consideration may be postponed for 
some time. To-day under the rules is 
District of Columbia day, and if the 
committee in charge of its affairs have 
sufficient business prepared foe consid- 
eration the day may be occupied by it. 


Mr. Johnson gave notlcV last week 


that on to-morrow he would call up 
the Van Horn-Tarsney contested-elec 
tion case. This is the first case to 
come before the house with other than 
a unanimous report; and the recom- 
mendation of the committee that Tars 
ney be unseated will be fought with 
much bitterness. 
When it shall have 


been disposed of, the consideration of 
appropriation bills will be resumed, 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
bill following the Indian bill. 


BREATHING. 


Dm't Take «fc«rt, BkM» Otupa Wheat 


Bldla« a Bicycle. 


The plensu re and benefits to be derived 


from cyclinjf depend almost aa much 
upon the moaner of breathing aa upon 
muscular strength. The easier a per- 
son breathes, the easier he may ride; 
but by easy breathing should be under- 
stood long, regular respirations, avoid- 
ing any approach toward short, quick 
oreaths. Those troubled with nasal din- 
orders are often compelled to breathe 
through the mouth, and when, riding at 
a good rate of speed rapid inhalation is 
almost unavoidable. This manner of 
breathing is always injurious, and is 
more than apt to lead to ueart or lung1 
trouble. Mere rapidity of movement is 
not in itself sufficient to bring about 
this "shortness of breath," as it la fi- 
mliiarly known, but must be acoom- 
pan'ed by intense muscular effort in 
order to produce it, and may, there- 
fore, be attributed directly to general 
muscular fatig-ue. When a rider begins 
to feel weariness of this kind be should 
at once reduce his pace or dibmount&nd 
rest, making at the same time a practice 
of breathing through tlie nose, with 
slow exhalations through the mouth. 
Precautions of this character enhance 
the pleasure anJ enjoyment of wheel- 
ing, and add grea tly to the benefits that 
are to be derived from the exercise. 


Bicycle Speed Indicator*. 


There are two devices now on the 


market (there have 
been several) 


which indicate to the rider the speed 
at which he is going* at any given mo- 
ment. One of these keeps a little bell 
ringing while the speed is kept up to 
a certain point which mny be prede- 
termined. The other shows constantly 
the speed which is being traveled, any- 
where between, one and three minutes 
io the mile.

A FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION, 


In Which Twenty Peraoni Were Fatally 


or Serlvuily Injured. 


WHITW», Ind., Feb. 23.—A sweeten- 


ing still in the Whiting refinery ex- 
ploded last night, scattering burn-ing 
oil for hundreds of feet around. A 
score of workingmen were struck with 
flying debris or burned with the flam- 
ing oil. At least twenty persons were 
injured, many of them seriously, if not 
fatally. 


The explosion occurred while the 


still was being filled preparatory to 
being fired and was the result of the 
blunder of a careless workman, who 
opened B wrong line causing- twoldnds 
of gas to come together, producing the 
explosion. The force of the explosion 
was terrific, bricks, mortar, bent and 
twisted iron and burning oil filled the 
air. 


The fire department was soon on the 


scene, and tons of water were poured 
on the flames. The work of rescue 
was begun at once, but it was two 
hours before the last of the unfortu- 
nates were taken from the debris. 
Hundreds of windows were shattered 
by the explosion, houses were shaken 
to their foundations, 
many being 


loosened from their supports and in 
danger of toppling over. The finan- 
cial loss will reach twenty thousand 
dollars.

Very nearly a quarter of a cenlurj 


ago I was on terms of considerable in 
tlmacy with an officer of the Eufhsr, 
police who at this hour tills a position 
of high trust at Scotland Yard.

Further Details of the Attack on the 


Town of Jaruoo. 


IISDRGEHTS BURKED 131 BUILDINGS

And Captured a Fort Defended by Fire- 


men and Volunteers—A Number of 


Other Engagements in Which 


the Rebels were Worsted. 


(From B StaB Correspondent or the United 


Press.] 


HAVANA, Feb. 23.—Further details 


of the attack on Jarnco, Wednesday, 
by the rebels state that the insurgents 
burned' 131 buildings, including 33 
stone houses, 50- frame structures and 
some 40 huts. The rebels looted all 
stores except those situated on Loyal 
street which were protected by a stone 
fort, garrisoned by a body of civil 
guards and -volunteers. Another fort, 
after a valiant defense on the part of a 
body of firemen and volunteers, finally 
fell into the hands of the insurgents, 
the garrison having1 been compelled to 
surrender because of its ammunition 
being exhausted. 


Additional official reports of engage- 


mente on Thursday with the Insur- 
gents under Uen. Maceo near Catalina 
states that Col. Tort with a force of 
Spaniards, attacked the enemy, who 
was entrenched behind stone fences 
and ruins on the El Gato estate. The 
rebels numbered from four to five 
thousand, and their line of fire was 
drawn up in the shape of a semicircle. 
The Spanish forces brought their 
artillery into play to dislodge the 
enemy. The rebels made a tenacious 
defense from behind the hoimc ruins, 
keeping up a steady tire for two hours, 
but vt eve finally compelled to retreat, 
leaving- ten of their dead on the field. 


Later the rebels took np a strong 


positioti in the neighboring hills, but 
were eventually dislodged. The gov- 
ernment troops wurd unable to pursue 
the fleeing enemy owing to night set- 
ting in, and returned to Cutalimi. The 
casualties to the Spanish consisted of 
the wounding of a captain and 12 sol- 
diers.. 


A later report by Col. Hernandez, of 


the Spanish forces, states that he be- 
lieves the rebel losses were-large. One 
group of insurgents., he states, is said 
to have had ::8 killed, while another 
had 37 wounded. 


Col. Hernandez thinks that the total 


losses to the rebels will aggregate two 
hundred. 
News has been received 


here that the rebels have burned the 
town of Santa Cruz, province of 1'inar 
del Rio, only one house- escaping de- 
struction. 
The rebels, on leaving 


Santa Cruz, proceeded in the direction 
of Palacios, declaring that it nas their 
intention to burn that plau« also. 


Col. Peris, of the government forces, 


reports meeting a party of 1,300 insur- 
gents near Penon, in the vicinity of 
Cardenas, whom he immediately en- 
gaged. The rebels lost 1'J killed and 
four of their number were taken pris- 
oners. The rebel leader Morejon is be- 
lieved to be among the killed. On the 
bpanish side only three were wounded. 


The Spanish general. Barges, re- 


ports from Santiago that a force of in- 
surgents under the rebel leader Car- 
tugenii made an attack upon the town 
of SdgiKi de Lanumo. on the 8th inst., 
but were repulsed with a loss of 20 
killed. Cartagena, the lender, was 
found dead 
The duma^e done to the 


telegraph lines by the rebels in the 
province of Havana has been greatly 
increased. The rebel'i do not confine 
themselves to cutting the wires,.but 
bodily remove the polos, making re- 
pairs Blow and difficult.

The fatal shot was fired from a re- 
volver, the bullet entering the right 
temple and penetrating the brain. 
When found he was -still grasping the 
revolver with his left hand. 


Mr. Harter had been affected with 


insomnia for some time past, and it 
ia thought that his mind gave way. 
Friday afternoon about & o'clock he 
complained of severe pain in the head. 
During the evening he attended a sup- 
per given at the Presbyterian church, 
and seemed to be having an enjoyable 
time. He returned home after ward s, 
and retired at the usual hour. 


The members of the Knapp family 


thought they heard Mr Barter mov- 
ing about in his room about five in the 
morning', but heard no report of the 
revolver. 


A sealed letter addressed to his wife 


was found on the bureau with his 
pocketbook and necktie lying on top 
of it. On the outside a package of let- 
ten was also found addressed to busi- 
ness associates. Mr. Harter had been, 
in the city for several days attending 
to business matters connected with 
the Harter Milling Co. His son Rob- 
ert, who resides in this city, WAS visit- 
ing his mother in Philadelphia. Mr. 
Harter was interested in a large num- 
ber of industries in this city. He form- 
erly represented the fourteenth Ohio 
district in congress, at that time resid- 
ing in Mansfield.
